MURRAY BAY, April 20.—The 
Junkers all-metal monoplane. 
Bremen, with her original crew of 
three, the first to achieve a west- 
ward non-stop flight across the 
North Atlantic, will reach New 
York next week, according to res- 
cue plans completed here today. 

The time of the arrival in New 
York depends, in a certain meas- 
ure upon fair weather conditions 
and the plans as worked out by 
Maj. James C. Fitzmaurice is to 
be made possible by the New York 


giant Ford monoplane for the re- 
lief. 
Miss Junkers’ Explanation. 

Miss Herta Junkers, daughter of 
the builder of the Bremen who is 
representing the interests of her 
father in the United States, and 
who has been working night and 
day since her arrival here to res- 
cue her fellow countrymen and 
their plane from Greenly Island, 
explained why it was impossible to 
send the Bremen’s sister ship, the 
F-13, to the relief of the tran-At- 
lantic plane. 

“The parts of the Junkers 
plane,” she said, “are not of stand- 
ard design as the equipment of 
American pianes. The propeliler 
which we are sending to Greenly 
Island has been taken off the F-13. 
Therefore, we cannot fly it. 

“We are deeply grateful to the 
American people and particulariy 
to New York for putting at our dis- 
posal the Byrd ship which solves 
many of our difficulties. 

“The Byrd plane will be able to 
make the flight to Greenly Island 
without stop which will speed all 
of the work tremendously. No 
more than two days will be re- 
quired to prepare the Bremen for 
flight again after the Byrd ship

Sheik Kankalouni, Professor of 
Theology at Azhar University. 
writing in the Arabic newspaper 
Al Siassah, accused the American 
of “making an assault on students’ 
homes”-by distributing tracts and 
preaching christianity.

100 BULGARIANS 
KILLED IN NEW 
EARTHQUAKES 


Many Persons Believed to 
Be Buried Beneath Ruins 
— Injured Flee Panic- 
Stricken to Country. 


100,000 HOMELESS 
IN STRICKEN ZONE 


Part of Philippopolis, Sec- 
ond Largest City in King- 
dom, Destroyed — Nine 
Others Damaged.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 
More than 100 persons have been 


killed in Philippopolis and sur- 
rounding territory in Southeastern 
Bulgaria by a series of earthquakes, 
More than 100,000 persons have 
been made homeless. 

More than 100 bodies were 
counted in Philippopolis and the 
neighborhood. How many were 
buried beneath the ruins is not 
known. To estimace the number 
ot injured, many of whom were 
in a critical condition, is impossi- 
ble as the population fled panic- 
stricken to the countryside. 

It was believed that Philippopoli«, 
which is the second city in size in 
Bulgaria, would furnish the highest 
casualty list of the places affected. 
Only the higher part of the ‘city, 
about a quarter of a mile across, 
was undamaged. The remainder of 
the city was destroyed or too dan- 
serous to occupy. Several churches 
and a hospital crumbled in ruins. 

Nine Villages Damaged. 

In many villages in the region 
only a few houses stood among the 
ruins. These places included Pa- 
pazli, Kalatchi, Baltadzi, Chakireto. 
Manole, Tressil, Alibakovo, Belo- 
zem and Satybegovo. 

The people were destitute, Manv 
were driven insane by what they 
have witnessed in the last few days.

At Satybegovo and Manole fis- 
sures were opened in the gr-un.

People Flee From Sofia.

END OF THE BIRGER GANG. 


The wages of crime were graphically computed in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday. A photograph of 
Birger’s gang taken in 1926 was reproduced. Sixteen 
men, armed with rifles, pistols and submachine guns, 
posed for that photograph in front of Charlie Birger’s 
roadhouse “Shady Rest.” A belligerent crowd it was, 
the terror of southerr Illinois. At the time the gang 
was at the height of its power, levying tribute upon 
gamblers and bootleggers, intimidating officers of 
the law and killing its enemies, 

What has happened to these 16 tough gangsters? 
Their leader, Charlie Birger, has just been hanged. 


| His chief lieutenant, Art Newman, the smart gambler, 


is serving a life sentence. Rado Millich has been 
hanged for murder of his fellow-gangster, Ward 
Jones. Steve George was murdered and burned to 
death in the fire which destroyed “Shady Rest.” 
The same fate ended Elmo THomasson’s career, and 
is thought to account for the missing Bert Owens. 
Riley Simmons, Clarence Rone, Alton Brown and 
Eural Gowan are all in the penitentiary for various 
offenses. Honest John fled to Florida. Connie Ritter 
and Ernest Blue are fugitives. There remain only 
two others, one unidentified man and a St. Louis 
gangster. 

Thus of the 16 men proudly displaying their fire- 
arms at “Shady Rest” two years ago, six are dead, 
two of whom were legally executed; three burned in 
a fire supposed to have been instigated by their 
own leader, Birger; one killed by another member 
of the mob. Five more are in the penitentiary. 
The remaining five are widely dispersed. 

These were the men who two years ago swaggered 
through southern Illinois mocking the law. Young: 
sters tempted to become gangsters might well stop 
to read the ignominious history of the Birger gang. 
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yest their surplus money in their own 
country. In case of warfare, you will 
naturally favor the country to which or 
in which you have loaned money. Aside 
from any national favoritism, however, 
I have a special objection to any invest- 
ment in loans to England, or to any 
loans engineered by English brokers. 

1 have had experience with one such 
loan—one made to Brazil through an 
English brokerage. house. Now every 
time I want to cash coupons I have tu 
visit the local British Consul and have 
him put his seal and a British revenue 
stamp on a document stating I am not 
a British subject, and for his seal an4d 
signature I have to pay 2% shillings (or 
65 cents; which is 4 cents too much). 
This costs me also the time and patience 
required to visit the Consul. 

I can’t see why our brokers acting 


as agents for British-made loans do not 


seek’to have this red tape abolished 
Let those inclined to invest in this new- 


_ ly-offered British loan be assured they 


will not have to make periodical visits 
to the British Consul and pay him an 
exaggerated 2% shillings every time. 
The advertised statement that the in- 
vestors are not to be subject to English 
taxation is not definite enough to cover 
the objection I refer to. Before you 
invest, investigate. INVESTOR.

And, 
in common with the others, it was never authentical- 
ly sighted, after the take-off, until the landing at 
Greenly Island. Had the Bremen perished in the fog 
and fury of the Labrador coast the mystery of its 
fate would be as complete as that of the lost voy- 
ageurs. 

As the story unfolds, the Bremen’s triumph seems 
a miracle of good fortune. That their craft was su- 
perbly airworthy, that the skill and resolution of 
the crew were superlative requires no assertion. Such 
qualities are the woof and warp of the saga. Yet they 
were on the very brink of physical exhaustion, as at- 
tested by the spires and roofs of the mirage villages 
which their weary eyes beheld in that fearful deso- 
lation when they finally realized that the “ship 
frozen in the ice” was a lighthouse and, instead of a 
bleak wilderness, here were land and people and 
safety. 

How much this historic feat may contribute to 
transoceanic travel by air the aviators decline to ven- 
ture.

of soviet origin calls for certain eluci- 
dations. 

The trade turnover between the soviet 
Union and the United States has of late ex- 
perienced a large and steady growth. The 
United States is the principal source of 
supply of raw materials (such as cotton, 
hides, metals, etc.) and of various machin- 
ery and equipment for the U. S&S S. R. 
In addition the United States serves as an 
intermediary for soviet import operations. 

Unlike exports to most other countries 
soviet exports to the United States are less 
in value than imports and the balancing 
of accounts between the two countries re- 
quires the covering of the difference in 
favor of the United States by payments in 
cash, 

The adverse balance in the accounts be- 
tween the State Bank of the U. 8S. S. R, and 
banks of the United States have impelled 
the former on many occasions to sell gold 
in London or Berlin and to transfer the 
proceeds of the sales to the United States. 
This roundabout method of settling ac- 
counts was neither in the interest of the 
State Bank of the U. S. S. R. nor in the 
interests of its American correspondents. 
Therefore the State Bank attempted to 
establish direct relations with the Amer- 
ican credit market. 

For the purpose of carrying out this 
policy and also in order to settle accounts 
with the German Garantie und Kredit Bank 
in connection with. some contemplated ad- 
ditional purchases to be made in the United 
States through the German bank, the State 
Bank of the U. S. S. R. made a consign- 
ment of gold to New York to the value of 
about $5,000,600. Upon the arrival’ of the 
sold in the United States doubt arose in 
Treasury Department circles as to the ad- 
missibility of this gold in view of the fact 
that the gold was of soviet origin and that 
as far back as 1920 the Federal Reserve 
Rank. was prohibited by the United States 
Government from accepting gold of soviet 
origin or gold belonging to the soviet Gov- 
ernment. 


T= action taken by the Bank of France 


ieee ralsing of this question came quite 

unexpected not only to the State Bank 
of the U. 8. S. R. and the German Garantie 
und Kredit Bank but also to the American 
banks in agreement with whom the ship- 
ment had been made, and even to the 
heads of the Américan Government who, 
in the persons of the President of the Unit- 
ed States, Mr. Coolidge, and the head of 
the State Department, according to the 
press, stated after the arrival of the gold 
that they saw no objection to the admis- 
sion of gold of soviet origin. 

The reference to a ruling of 1920 appears 
still more inexplicable in view of the fact 
that after its issue, specifically at the end 
of 1921, an agreement was concluded in 
London between the American citizen, Mr. 
Brown, and Mr. Krassin, representative of 
the U. 8S. 8S. R., under which the soviet 
Government was to export to the United 
States gold to the value of $10,000,000 
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for the purchase of food supplies, this gold 
to be placed to the credit of the American 
Relief Administration. The gold was ad- 
mitted to the United States without any 
obstacles. 
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URTHERMORE, it is necessary to point 


out that for the State Bank of the U. 
S. S. R. gold of soviet origin—produced in 
the country itself—apart from serving as a 
reserve against note issue, is also an export 
commodity precisely in the same way that 
oil is for the Soviet Naphtha Syndicate, 
cotton cloth for the Soviet Textile Syndi- 
cate or furs for the .corresponding soviet 
industrial and trade organizations. If the 
United States prefers that accounts between 
economic organizations of the soviet Union 
and trading firms of the United States, and 
also accounts with the Far East and South 
America be cleared by the State Bank 
through the mediation of other countries, 
especially by means of gold exports to such 
countries, the result of this method of sef- 
tiling accounts, while undoubtedly advan- 
tageous to foreign banks, will hardly be in 


“the interest of American firms. 


After the last adverse decision of the 
United States Government on the question 
of the admission of soviet gold for deposit, 
the German Garantie und Kredit Rank 
made a proposal to the American banks to 
reship this gold back to Germany. How- 
ever, the American banks hesitated to com- 
ply with the request in view of the fact 
that the Bank of France had presented 
through the Federal courts a‘claim to the 
gold on the ground that this consignment 
consisted, either wholly or in part, of the 
Same gold which the French bank had on 
deposit in the former Russian State Bank. 

This claim is entirely groundless inas- 
much as the gold possessed by the State 
Bank of the U. S. S. R. was obtained by 
purchases from private parties, from gold- 
producing trusts, in the domestic market, 
and even abroad. With reference to this 
particular consignment of gold, it is defr 
nitely established by the stamp on the gold 
and by the books of the State Bank of the 
U. 8. S. R. and of the refining plants that 
this gold was produced in the years 1925 
and 1926. 
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CLAIM of this kind appears still more 

strange to the State Bank of the 
Union when it is considered that from May, 
1925, to February, 1928, that is, in a period 
of less than three years, the State Bank 
effected a turnover with the international 
markets of gold imports and exports of 
200,000,000 rubles (over $100,000,000), two- 
thirds of which was with England. The 
Bank of France was, of course, well in- 
formed in regard to all of these shipments 
of gold belonging to the State Bank of the 
U. 8. S. R. However, up to this time the 
Bank of France did not see fif to launch 
similar attacks either in England, Ger- 
many or in any other country, evidently 
recognizing that not a single country car- 
rying on regular trade relations with the 
U. S. S. R. would regard its claim as hav- 
ing any foundation.

It was while she was in New York 
that Lincoln sent her the sad news 
of Helm’s death, Miss Helm 
writes:

Not even the poor 
consolation of open sorrow for her 
dear dead! She must hide from 
prying, suspicious and unsympa- 
thetic eyes every evidence of grief 
at the blotting out of a Confeder.

EVERYBODY LIKES PANSIES 


without their pansies, one of the 

great favorites, known of old as 
Heartsease. The trend of present- 
day gardening has brought the 
whole tribe of pansies from the tiny 
Johnny jump up of our great- 
grandmother’s day to the modern 
giants into renewed favor. ‘There 
is some criticism that pansies have 
been made too big, but there is no 
denying the fact that most garden- 
ers place great value on size and 
the giant pansies are the favorite 
of the tribe even if the flowers are 
out of all proportion to the sizes 
of the plant and the giant types 
produce fewer flowers than the 
stmnaller sorts. 


The trend toward smaller flowers 
is due to the spread of rock gar- 
dening and this has brought back 
the smaller pansies and the'!r rela- 
tives, the violets, from many lads. 
The pansy, botanically, is the tri- 
colored violet. Pansies of any type 
giant or tiny, are easily raised from 
seed and the smallest garden inay 
have a liberal supply at small cost 
and little labor. The chief factor of 
importance is the seed. Be sure 
to buy a good strain from a reli- 
able seed house. A wide variety of 
strains and a wide selection of col- 
ors are offered. 

The bedding. or tufted pansies, 
hardier and sturdier than the giant 
pansies and with much greater 
freedom of bloom and a longer sea- 
son, long popular with foreign gar- 
deners, are making their Way rap- 
idly in American gardens. They 
are also known as violas and have 
much the same range of colors as 
the pansies. They have fine self. 
colors which make them excellent 
bedding material. 

Pansies of all varieties are best 
raised from seed in cool weather, 
sowing in April as soon as the 
ground is workable and seeing to it 
that they have a continuous supply 
of moisture. Cover an eighth of 
an inch. The seed comes up it 
about 12 days. They need rich soil 
It is a mistake to plant them in 
deep shades. They flourish Lest in 
open spaces with plenty of air and 
light. In shade they make long 
straggling growth with fewer 
blooms.
